The corner stoue will be laid 
with a solid silver trowel, which, after 
being used, will be presented to the 
bishop by the congregation to be kept 
by him in memory of the occasion.

Workmen at the East Trenton Pottery 


Cease Work— Claim That Pay 


Has Been Reduced. 
Trenton. 
June 
5.—(Special)—A 
strike is on at the East Trenton pot­ 
tery and the works are generally clos­ 
ed down as a result. Seven glost kiln- 
men have refused to work under the 
new scale, and in consequence the clay 
hands, dishmakers and biscuit kiln 
Hands have been thrown out. 
The striking kilnmen claim their 
pay has been reduced from $18 to $14 
Der week owing to the reduction in the 
number of days in which they are al­ 
lowed to fill a kiln. They claim that 
under the old agreement they were 
given 27 days, while under the new 
rhey are allowed but 21. , 
William Cook, one of the owners of 
the East Trenton pottery, stated that 
the men want more pay than that 
given to similar workmen in any other 
Trenton pottery. He 
also 
claimed 
that but 14 men were out on strike. 
It was further reported this morning 
that the Crescent pottery and W illets’ 
Manufacturing company 
were 
both 
closed down. 
Inquiries at both plants 
caused much surprise and a denial of 
the reports. At the Crescent it was 
stated that there was np other diffi­ 
culty than that which had been going 
on at that plant for the 
past 
two 
months with the kiln hands, and that 
the same number of men were working 
today that has been engaged for the 
past few weeks. 
At the Willets company the report 
of a shut down rather caused amuse­ 
ment and the reply was that it was 
untrue.

the University of Michigan. Upon re­ 
ceiving his diploma he began the prac­ 
tice 
of his profession at Rochester, I 
Pa., but remained there only a short | 
time, removing to West Point, where 
practiced successfully for six years. 
He then removed to Lisbon, where 
he remained for eight years, coming 
to East Liverpool from that place. He 
has been a resident of this city for 
the past seven years, during which 
lime he has enjoyed a large practice 
and has been held in nighest esteem 
by his many acquaintances in this 
city. He has served as physician for 
the township for some time and has 
been on the city school board 
since 
April, 1898, and was now serving his 
second term. 
Mr. Williams was a consistent mem­ 
ber of the First M. E. church. He was 
an honored member of the East Liv­ 
erpool Medical society and his fellow 
practitioners have always had a high 
regard for him.

Dr. Williams was apparently enjoy­ 
ing the best of health up to time of 
his death, and seemed to be in unus­ 
ually good spirits when leaving home 
about 1:30 o’clock.

SOLDIERS’ BURIAL LAW 


Amended so as to be Practically De­ 


stroyed by Last Gen­ 


eral Assembly. 


The general assembly amended the 
soldiers’ burial law at 'he last session 
and practically destroyed the measure. 
it was claimed that the provisions 
of the statute were being violated to 
such an extent as to demand safe­ 
guards against alleged fraud. 
The 
law originally provided that indigent 
Union soldiers and sailors, parents, 
wives or widows of sin h soldiers or 
sailors, should be buried at the ex­ 
pense of the county at a cost not to 
exceed $35. 
It was never contemplate 
that any but indigent persons would 
avail themselves of this generous pro­ 
vision. 
The m atter was under the con­ 
trol of the county commissioners, and 
they appointed a committee of three 
persons In each ward and township to 
supervise the funerals of such indigent 
persons as were contemplated by the 
law, and these committees were requir­ 
ed to sign certificates setting forth 
the facts of indigency, the inability of 
surviving relatives or friends to pay 
the funeral expenses and the under­ 
taker engaged had properly performed 
his duties. 
It often happened 
that 
the undertakers secured 
the 
blank 
fc#m and visited the committee of the 
precinct to secure their signitures. 
An effort was made early in the ses­ 
sion last winter to Increase the allow­ 
ance for the total expenses from $35 
to $50, it being alleged that the amount 
warranted by law was Insufficient in 
the large cities to secure proper fun­ 
eral attendance. The proposed amend­ 
ment was defeated, and the law' entire- 
ly reconstructed. 
Now 
undertakers 
are required to furnish hacks, pay for 
digging the grave, provide a burial 
robe and casket And in addition the 
funeral director must,under oath, state 
that he furnished all that is specified. 


An estimate fixes the cost of robes, 
grave-,Jigging, funeral attendance, etc., 
at $28. 
This would leave $7 for a cof­ 
fin. and at this figure undertakers are 
not anxious to accept engagements.

Motorman Fynn Hears from a Staf­ 
fordshire Soldier in the Trans­ 
vaal War. 
Motorman 
Albert Fynn,

Southside street railway line, has just 
received from England

from the Staffordshire Sentinel, giv­ 
ing the latest news from his brother 
'n South Africa: 
The following letter, dated Spitfon- 
B*in camp, April 28, has been received 
by the editor of the Sentinel from Pri­ 
vates .Joseph Fynn and Harry Slater, 
both of the Second 
North 
Stafford­ 
shire Company Mounted infantry: 
At the Orange river our regiment 
left 150 men to form a mounted com­ 
pany. and we were transferred to the 
Eighth Mounted 
infantry 
regiment, 
under the command of Colonel Ross. 
We were entrained on the 13th of Feb- 
1 nary for Gras Pan, where we formed 
part of Lord Robert’s flying column. 
On the 15th of February the column 
!elt Riet river for Jacobsdal, leaving 
the Mounted infantry to follow 
the 
next day as escort to a convoy. Early 
in the morning our captain got an 
order that one section of the North 
Staffords was to cross the river and 
hold a kopje on the right bank. Well, 
we started for the kopje all cheerful 
and talking together. 
There were 18 
men and two officers. We crossed the 
river all right and got to the kopje, 
where we formed up in line. We dis­ 
mounted and the officer detailed ten 
men to go up the hill, the remainder 
staying at the bottom in charge 
of 
the horses, 
f was left at the bottom 
in charge of the captain’s and Lieu­ 
tenant Ritchie’s horses, who I was 
groom to. 
Nothing was noticed until 
our men got on top of the kopje, when 
we heard heavy firing and heard bul­ 
lets falling about us in all directions. 
'then we tried to get 
away, but it 
was impossible, for the river prevent­ 
ed us from crossing on our right and 
w’e could see a party of Boers 
200 
strong coming down on our left. I had 
' the three horses shot dead as I was 
holding them, and it was every man 
for himself. 
I made for 
the river, 
where I had seen the captain and four 
men going.

I replied that I would gladly meet 
the commandant general the next morn 
iug, but that I was not prepared to dis­ 
cuss any terms, as the surrender of the 
town must be unconditional.

for a reply by daybreak, as I had or­ 
dered the troops to march on the town 
as soon as it was light. ' 
I n his reply, Botha told me th at 
he had decided not to defend Pretoria, 
aud that he trusted women, children 
aud property would be protected. 
At I 
o’clock a. rn. today, while on the line of 
march, I was m et by three of the priu- 
cipal officials w ith a flag of truce, stating 
their wish to surrender the town. 
“ It was arranged that Pretoria should 
be taken possession of by her m ajesty’s 
troops at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
‘Mrs. Botha and Mrs. Kruger are 
both in Pretoria. 
Some few of the 
British prisoners have been taken aw ay, 
but the m ajority are still at W aterval.

It S h o w s H i p C o n d i t i o n a n d D e v e l o p * 
■dent o f ISenroew In CieorMid. 
A special exhibit showing the condi­ 
tion aud development of the negro in 
typical southern states and especially 
of the 850.000 negroes in the state of 
Georgia left Atlanta recently for the 
Paris exposition. The exhibit was pre­ 
pared for shipment at the Atlanta uni­ 
versity. the well known negro college. 
The whole exhibit is an attem pt to 
show in a wall space 6 by 3 feet, which 
is all the room allowed for it at the 
great show', w hat the negro really is in 
the south. 
The exhibition consists of five parts, 
says the New York Sun. 
One Is an 
electric clock in a carved frame, show­ 
ing at successive intervals of time the 
number of actos of land owned by the 
negroes of Georgia since 1870. 
The 
clock w’as carved by an illiterate, un­ 
skilled workman, and on tile frame are 
bas reliefs of cotton, corn and tobacco. 
Thirty-one charts, done by hand in col­ 
ors. show the grow’tb and distribution 
of the negro insulation in Georgia and 
throughout the world; the age. classi­ 
fication and conjugal condition of the 
negroes of this state as compared with 
the whites, the proportion of mulat­ 
toes. the amount of property owned 
and the income and expenditure of ne­ 
gro families. 
Statistics of 150 negro 
families in Atlanta and some 2.000 
families in country districts in south 
Georgia have been used as a basis for 
this compilation. 
Five m aps of Atlanta, Savannah. Al­ 
bany and McIntosh county are in the 
exhibit. 
On these maps the distribu­ 
tion of the negro population is given, 
this being indicated by different colors 
and each color standing for different 
social classes. 
With each goes a book 
of statistics of the property and occu­ 
pations of the negroes in the place. 
Nine large quarto volumes, bound in 
leather, contain a collection of all the 
law's passed iii Georgia in regard to the 
negroes from 1832 to 1881). Three other 
volumes give pictures of 200 typical 
negro faces. 
The other two volumes 
show pictures of street scenes in negro 
life.

This created a sensation in the chamber. 
“He told me. not iii confidence, as I believe, 
on an ocean liner coming across th** Atlantic.

Ho 
intimated that it had not l»een used for cam­ 
paign purposes. 
Moreover,” continued Mr. 
Pettigrew, his word* almost hissing through 
thoehnmhei, "I have said the same things to 
the senator who wa* chairman of the Republi­ 
can national eamiwign committee of that year, 
and he waiv«*i it off. smilingly, with the state­ 
ment: ‘Well, we did int the old man pretty 
hard.’”

June ii.—Mr. Boron 
(Ga.) precipitated a scone in the senate 
during the time the anti-trust hill was 
before the senate reiterating a charge, 
m ake several days ago by Mr. Petti­ 
grew, that Mr. Cramp, the Philadel­ 
phia shipbuilder, had contributed ♦400,- 
000 to the Republican campaign fund in 
181)2, with the understanding that he 
would Ihi reimbursed by contracts for 
the construction of warships for the gov­ 
ernment. This charge. Mr. Macon said, 
had Inmu) denied neither by Mr. Henna, 
the present chairm an of the Republican 
national committee, nor by Mr. Carter, 
who was chairman of the committee in 
1802. 
Mr. Hanna said he had nothing to 
do with the management of Hie campaigd 
In 1802. He vigorously denied any knowl­ 
edge of such a transaction and expressed hi* 
opinion that it was btise. Mr. Carter deolar»*l 
the statement properly could lie branded only 
•a a lie. He said money wns reeeived, bul 
only through voluntary contributions. 
Mr. Pettigrew insisted on replying. (Said he; 
"I made the statement that a contribution 
of KOU,(JOO had been made by Mr. Cramp to tho 
Repuhliean national committee in 1(492. and 
that he was to bo reimbursed for it with 
contracts for additional warships. 
My au­ 
thority for the statement is Mr. Cramp him­ 
self,” declared Mr. Pettigrew, deliberately. 
This created a sensation in the chamber. 
v 
“He told me, not in confidence, as I believe, 
on an ocean liner coming across the Atlantic. 
He did not know where tile money had gone, 
and had employed detectives to find out. lie 
intimated that it had not been used for cam­ 
paign pur|M)scs. Moreover,” continuist Mr. 
Pettigrew, his words almost hissing through 
tho chamber, “I have said tile same tilings to 
the senator who was chairman of the Republi­ 
can national campaign committee of that year, 
and lie waived it o ff . smilingly, with the s t a t e ­ 
m ent: ‘Well, we did hit tho old man pretty 
hard.’ ” 
Adverting to Mr.. Hanna, Mr. Pettigrew 
brought up the charges of bribery which had 
teen made against the Ohio senator at tho 
tinie of ins election to the semite, reading 
voluminously from tile report of the minority 
of t he committee on privileges and elections, 
ineluding newspaper stories of the accounts 
of alleged telephone conversations between 
Mr. Hanna's friends ami other person*. These 
S tatem ents, Mr. Pettigrew thought, could not 
bo swept aside lightly by Mr Hanna 
Mr. Hanna said ho felt like offering an apol­ 
ogy to the senate for pursuing the subject fu r­ 
ther, and he would not do so if he did not de­ 
sire “to show to the senate that the whole 
matter was a conspiracy—a part of a con­ 
certed plan to work up some political capital." 
"There was a pretty lively scrap in Colum­ 
bus," said he, good hutnoredly. “It was duo 
partly to the Democratic party and partly to 
tho work of traitors to their party and to 
their country, like the senator from South 
Dakota." 
Mr. Hanna then went at length into tho 
•charges made by Pettigrew, saying they bed 
been published first in a Democratic news 
paper of Columbus and fully and eomplethlv 
denied by him at that time. 
He referral to 
Senator Burke, of Cleveland, as one of tho 
chief conspirators in the senatorial election 
and denounced him as “a traitor and a scoun­ 
drel," who had. as a Republican, lent himself 
to the conspiracy against his party, and sutwe- 
quently had Im sui disbarred and disgraced in 
his native city. 
Then he read a clipping from a South Du 
bota newspaper, in which Mr. Pettigrew was 
character!z»»d as a traitor to ins state, and d c 
dared that he did not represent the poi ole of 
South Dakota. 
"That.” declared Mr. Hanna, vehemently 
“is my accuser in the senate of the United 
States, and that is the estimation in which ho 
in held by the people of his own state. * * • 
* * I have often sat in my seat listening to 
him, and thought him insane. Much of the 
wtuff he has uttered on this door is the veriest 
rot. 
"When it comes to personalities." hotly ns- 
aerteil Mr. Hanna, iu conclusion, "I will stand 
up with him and compare my character with 
his. Ho may tell what he knows alxmt me, 
m id then"—wit Ii emphasis on every word "I 
W ill tell what I know about him." 
Mr. Carter in a most vigorous manner de­ 
nied the statement of Mr. Pettigrew. He said 
he did not believe the conversation alleged to

between Pettigrew and 
Crump ever occurred. He denial absolutely 
that any conversation between himself and 
Pettigrew had occurred.

A DAY IN WALL STREET. 


Lord Rot erts Reported That Botha Ro­ 
d d ed Not to Defend tile Place. 
Mr*. Kruger There. 


L o n d o n , June <>.—The war office re­ 
ceived the following from Lord Rob­ 
erts: 
“ P r e t o r ia , June 5 .—12:55 p. in. 
Just before dark yesterday the enemy 
were beaten back from nearly all the 
positions they had been holding and Itiu 
Hamilton’s mounted infantry followed 
them to within 2.0(H) yards of Pretoria, 
though they retreated hastily. 
“De List then sent an officer with a 
flag of truce into the town, demanding 
its surrender iu my name. 
Shortly be­ 
fore midnight I was awakened by two 
o' icials of the South African republic, 
Sandberg, military secretary to Com­ 
mandant General Botha, and a general 
officer of the Boer army, who brought. 
me a let ter from Bot Ila, proposing an ar­ 
mistice for the purpose of settling the 
terms of surrender. 
“I replied tliat I would gladly meet 
the commandant general the next. morn­ 
ing, but that I was not prepared to dis­ 
cuss any terms, as the surrender of the 
town must lie unconditional. I asked 
for a reply by daybreak, as I had or­ 
dered the troops to march on the town 
as soon as it was light. ' 
“ In his reply, Botha told me that 
he had decided not to defend Pretoria, 
and that he trusted women, children 
and property would be protected. 
At I 
o’clock a. rn. today, while on the line of 
march, I was met by three of the prin­ 
cipal officials with a flag of truce, stating 
their wish to surrender the town. 
“ It was arranged that Pretoria should 
be taken possession of by her majesty’s 
troops at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
“ Mrs. Botha aud Mrs. Kruger are 
both in Pretoria. Some few of the 
British prisoners have been taken away, 
but the majority are still at Waterval. 
Over IOO of the officers are in Pretoria. 
The few I have seen are looking wTell.”

Georgia left Atlanta recently for the 
Paris exposition. The exhibit was pre­ 
pared for shipment at the Atlanta uni­ 
versity. the well know’n negro college. 
The whole exhibit Is an attempt to 
show in a wall space 6 by 3 feet, which 
is all the room allowed for it at the 
great show', wdiat the negro really is in 
the south. 
The exhibition consists of five parts. 
says the New York Sun. 
One is an 
electric clock in a carved frame, show­ 
ing at successive intervals of time the 
number of acres of land owned by the 
negroes of Georgia since 1870. 
The 
clock w’as carved by an illiterate, un­ 
skilled workman, and on tiro frame are 
bas reliefs of cotton, corn and tolracco. 
Thirty-one charts, done by irand in col­ 
ors, show the growth and distribution 
of the negr o insulation in Geor gia aud 
throughout tire world; tho age. classi­ 
fication and conjugal condition of the 
negroes of this state as compared with 
the whites, the proportion of mulat­ 
toes. the amount of property owned 
in ! and the income and expenditure of ne­ 
gro families. 
Statistics of 150 negro 
families in Atlanta and some 2.000 
families in country districts in south 
Georgia have been used as a basis for 
this compilation. 
Five maps of Atlanta, Savannah. Al­ 
bany and McIntosh county are in the 
exhibit. 
On these mops the distribu 
tion of the negro population is given 
this being indicated by different colors 
and each color standing for different 
social classes. 
With each goes a book 
of statistics of the property and occu 
potions of the negroes in the place 
Nine large quarto volumes, bound in 
leather, contain a collection of all the 
law's passed in Georgia in regard to the 
negroes from 1832 to 1889.
